It hardly is necessary fo r anyone to jx>int 


out the inadequacy of our present highway 


system, although President Eisenhower did 


a realistic job in his special message to 
C ongress last week. 


Anyone who rides in a m otor vehicle is 
aware of the appalling accident toll, the ex­ 
tra cost poor roads inqiose on commercial 
tra ffic, congestion and the usefulness of the 
highways in wartime. 
The President was less realistic in his 
statements on how the huge program he 
has outlined might la* financed. He said he 
rather favors special bond issues to lie paid 


O ff out of a big boom in tax revenues from 
highway users which his advisory commit­ 
tee thinks is in the offing. 


The committee, you may remember, rec­ 
ommended that the Federal 
Government 
put up 31 billion dollars in Hie next 
IO 
years, the states and local governments the 
remainder of a total of 101 billions. The 
committee wanted to Iwrrow this money* 


but not to count it as Federal debt. 
We don’t think Congress w ill inly any 
such deal, no m atter who proposes it. 
We 
ho|>e Congress won t accept any -highway 
program which involves more Government 
debt. 
The President says the states “ cannot 
effectively” meet the need fo r a vastly ex­ 
panded highway system. 
'Ilk* only reason 
they can’t is lack of money. And the same 
reason applies to the Federal Government. 
It is more deeply in debt than any state. 
lf ever there was a time when the coun­ 
try could afford to f* y fo r the roads it 
builds, as it builds them, it is now. 
lf we are going to borrow money in goo*I 
times for the things we need, and pass the 
cost along—at a high rate of interest— to 
future generations, what are we going to 
do for the 
things we 
need in less

times? 
We need a highway program. But firs t 
we need a way to pay
